REPORT. 

I  beg  leave  to  communicate  to  the  Royston  Urban 
District  Council  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1902  on  “  the 
conditions  affecting  the  health  in  the  District  and  ....  the 
means  for  improving  those  conditions,”  and  in  addressing 
myself  to  this  task  I  have  to  point  out  to  the  Council  that  by 
the  “Memorandum  as  to  the  Annual  Reports  of  Medical 
Officers  of  Health,”  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board, 
October,  1902,  I  am  directed  to  discuss  prescribed  subjects  in 
definite  order,  and  give  information  which  may  seem 
superfluous  to  the  Council.  The  following  extract  from  the 
Memorandum  will  make  clear  the  intention  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  : — 

“  As  subjects  concerning  which  the  Board  desire  to  obtain, 
through  Annual  Reports  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
not  only  definite  general  information,  but  record  also  of 
particular  changes  of  condition  that  may  have  occurred 
incidentally  or  by  action  of  the  Local  Authority,  the 
following  deserve  especially  to  be  borne  in  mind  : 

“  Physical  features  and  general  character  of  the  District. 

“  House  accommodation,  especially  of  the  working  classes  ; 
its  adequacy  and  fitness  for  habitation.  Sufficiency  of 
open  space  about  houses,  and  cleanliness  of  surroundings. 
Supervision  over  erection  of  new  houses. 
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Vital  Statistics 
Population, 
etc. 


“  Sewerage  and  Drainage  :  its  sufficiency  in  all  parts  of  the 
District.  Condition  of  sewers  and  house  drains.  Method 
or  methods  of  disposal  of  sewage.  Localities  where 
improvements  are  needed. 

“  Excremental  disposal :  System  in  vogue  ;  defects,  if  any. 

“Removal  and  disposal  of  house  refuse — whether  by  public 
scavanger  or  occupiers ;  frequency  and  method. 

“  Water  Supply  of  the  District  or  its  several  parts  :  its  source 
(from  public  service  or  otheiwise),  nature  (river  water, 
well  water,  upland  water,  etc.),  sufficiency,  wholesome¬ 
ness,  and  freedom  (by  special  treatment  or  otherwise) 
from  risks  of  pollution. 

“  Places  over  which  the  Council  have  supervision,  e.g., 
lodging-houses,  slaughter-houses,  bake-houses,  dairies, 
cowsheds  and  milkshops,  factories  and  workshops,  and 
offensive  trades. 

“  Nuisances:  Proceedings  for  their  abatement — any  remaining 
unabated. 

“  Methods  of  dealing  with  infectious  diseases  :  Notification  ; 
isolation  hospital  accommodation  and  its  sufficiency ; 
disinfection. 

“  With  regard  to  such  points  it  should  be  remembered  that 
these  reports  are  for  the  information  of  the  Board  and 
of  the  County  Council  as  well  as  for  the  Council  of  the 
District,  and  that  a  statement  of  the  local  circumstances 
and  a  history  of  local  sanitary  questions,  which  may 
seem  superfluous  for  the  latter,  may  often  be  needed  by 
the  former  bodies.” 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Since  the  close  of  the  year  the  revised  official  Census 
for  the  County  of  Hertfordshire  among  others  has  been 

published,  from  which  is  extracted  the  following  facts  which 
may  be  of  interest  to  the  Council  :  Assuming  that  the 
enumeration  at  the  Census  of  1891  relates  to  the  same  area 
as  the  recent  one,  there  has  been  an  increase  of  199  in  the 
total  population  during  the  “  intercensal  period.” 

It  would  appear  that  the  number  of  persons  per  house 
has  declined  from  4'6  at  the  Census  of  1891  to  4'3  at 

the  present  Census,  but  this  fact  requires  correction  for 
houses  occupied  by  the  labouring  classes. 

Owing  to  chanceful  circumstances  I  have  no 

gauge  upon  which  I  can  estimate  the  population  to  the 

middle  of  the  year;  I  therefore  use  the  enumerated  figures 
at  the  Census  in  making  my  calculations  of  Vital  Statistics. 


The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  within  the 
District  is  62,  which,  as  usual,  must  be  corrected  by  a  sub¬ 
struction  of  deaths  in  Public  Institutions  in  the  district  of 
persons  not  belonging  to  it,  viz.:  14,  which  occurred  in  the 
Union  Workhouse,  and  2  which  occurred  in  the  Cottage 
Hospital,  and  by  an  addition  of  1  belonging  to  the  District 
which  occurred  in  the  Three  Counties’  Asylum  situate 
outside  the  District,  making  a  corrected  total  of  47,  equal  to 
a  death-rate  from  all  causes  and  at  all  ages  of  13'3  per  thousand 
living  per  annum.  The  rate  for  the  previous  year  was  12'4- 
The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  same  period 
is  given  at  16'3  in  the  summary  of  the  Registrar-General 
contained  in  the  appendix  to  his  report  for  the  last  quarter 
of  the  year,  which  he  remarks  is  the  lowest  rate  on  record. 

No  deaths  in  the  group  of  epidemic  diseases  have 
occurred  in  the  District  during  the  year. 

Influenza  has  caused  no  deaths. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  is  76,  equal  to  a 
birth-rate  of  21’6  per  thousand  living  per  annum.  The 
birth-rate  in  England  and  Wales  for  the  same  period  is  given 
as  28'6,  which  is  OT  per  1,000  higher  than  the  rate  of  1901  but 
lower  than  that  of  any  other  year  on  record. 

Infantile  mortality,  as  represented  by  the  ratio  of  deaths 
of  children  under  one  year  age  to  1,000  registered  births  is 
92,  which  indicates  a  rate  of  infantile  mortality  nearly 
one-fourth  greater  than  that  of  the  previous  year. 

The  deaths  from  jPhthisis  have  been  more  numerous 
than  those  of  the  previous  year,  and  the  death-rate  from  this 
disease  is  0'8d.  The  rate  for  the  previous  year  is  0'56 
Deaths  from  Cancer,  on  the  other  hand,  are  fewer  than 
those  of  the  previous  year ;  the  death-rate  from  this  disease  is 
for  the  years  1901  and  1902  respectively  are  1'99  and  1‘42. 
There  has  been  a  decrease  of  deaths  due  to  disease  of 
respiratory  organs. 
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DISEASE  INCIDENCE. 

Disease  of  an  infectious  character  has  been  less  preva¬ 
lent  than  during  the  previous  year. 

No  case  of  Small-Pox  has  been  notified  during  the  year. 

With  regard  to  Scarlet  Fever  four  cases  in  four  house¬ 
holds  have  been  notified.  The  first  case  occurred  at  the 
beginning  of  March  at  a  house  in  Garden  Walk  ;  there  is 
some  evidence  to  associate  the  attack  with  a  visit  to  Hitchin. 
One  case  occurred  at  Queen’s  Road  in  the  middle  of 
September,  the  source  of  infection  could  not  be  traced.  Two 
cases  occurred  towards  the  end  of  November,  one  at  York 
Terrace  and  the  other  at  Garden  Walk  :  the  origin  of  the  first 
case  could  not  with  certainty  be  ascertained  but  there  is  good 
reason  to  believe  that  the  latter  was  contracted  from  the 
former. 

Three  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  been  notified  ;  two  in 
the  middle  of  July  and  one  at  the  beginning  of  August.  None 
of  them,  however,  could  be  associated  with  a  pre-existing 
case,  and  rubbings  from  the  throat  of  all  three  were  examined 
bacterially  but  the  bacillus  of  diphtheria  was  not  found  in 
any  of  the  cultures  taken  from  the  swabs;  the  danger  of 
infection  of  other  persons  was  therefore  very  small  indeed. 

No  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  have  been  notified  during 
the  year. 

Two  cases  of  Varicella  were  notified  under  the  provisions 
of  a  special  resolution  of  the  Council  adding  this  disease  to 
the  schedule  of  notifiable  diseases. 

METHODS  OF  DEALING  WITH  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES. 

The  methods  of  dealing  with  Infectious  Diseases  are  by 
notification  followed  by  enquiry  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  Inspector  of  Nusiances,  or  by  both,  according  to  the 
importance  of  the  cases.  As  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  the 
use  of  this  District  and  Ash  well  and  Melbourn  Rural  Districts, 
although  the  structure  has  been  completed,  is  not  yet  quite 
ready  for  occupation,  advice  is  therefore  given  as  to  the  safe 
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isolation  at  home.  The  School  Authorities  have  been 
informed  of  the  households  in  which  Infectious  Diseases  have 
appeared  with  a  request  to  exclude  all  the  members  until 
they  are  free  from  infection,  but  there  has  been  no  necessity 
for  complete  school  closure. 

Tn  threatened  outbreaks  of  Diphtheria  prophylactic 
doses  or  Antitoxin  are  recommended  for  the  protection  of 
other  persons  exposed  to  the  chances  of  infection,  and  bacterial 
examinations  of  the  mucous  passages  is  made  for  the  discovery 
of  any  unsuspected  cases  of  the  disease. 

At  the  conclusion  of  a  case  the  infected  rooms  and 
articles  contained  therein  are  disinfected  by  serial  disinfectants: 
there  is  no  machinery  in  the  district  for  disinfection  by  heat 
or  steam. 

One  particular  instance  deserves  special  comment  :  A 
communication  was  received  early  in  February  from  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  Borough  of  Luton  stating 
that  a  tramp,  who  had  become  an  inmate  of  the  Small  Pox 
Hospital  in  that  town,  had  slept  at  a  Public  House  Lodging  in 
Rovston  on  the  night  of  January  31st,  and  that  he  says  he 
noticed  spots  on  the  Sunday  following ;  he  must  therefore 
have  been  suffering  from  the  disease  while  at  Royston.  Tn 
consequence  of  this  communication  the  Landlord  of  the  Public 
House  was  interviewed  and  the  conditions  explained  to  him* 
and  as  precautionary  measures  all  his  rooms  and  bedding  were 
thoroughly  well  disinfected  with  Formalin  vapour  and  the 
residents  in  the  house  offered  re-vaccination. 


PHYSICAL  FEATURES  and  GENERAL  CHARACTER 

OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  town  of  Royston  is  situate  in  the  valley  of  the 
Cam  on  a  gentle  slope  at  the  base  of  the  chalk  hills.  The 
centre  of  the  town  is  of  some  antiquity,  but  the  town  is  being 
extended  by  the  erection  of  modern  buildings  along  the 
outskirts,  especially  the  Melbourn  and  Kneesworth  Roads. 
Its  slightly  elevated  position  on  the  porous  chalks  renders  it 
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generally  dry.  An  ancient  watercourse  runs  through  the  town 
and  I  think  formerly  lost  itself  in  the  direction  of 
Kneesworth  in  what  would  really  be  a  small  lake  were  it  not 
for  the  extreme  porosity  of  the  soil  which  converts  it  into 
somewhat  of  a  morass.  This  watercourse  has  been  utilised  as 
a  surface  water  drain. 

HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  house  accommodation  of  the  District  is  good 
enough  except  a  few  houses  in  the  old  part  of  the  town,  and 
these  are  being  inspected  and  reported  upon  from  time  to  time. 
Twenty-three  houses  have  been  erected  during  the  year. 

I  append  hereto  a  Table  extracted  from  the  Census 
showing  the  Total  Tenements  and  Tenements  of  less  than 
five  rooms  in  the  District,  distinguishing  those  occupied  by 
various  numbers  of  persons. 
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On  the  application  of  the  somewhat  severe  standard  of 
the  London  County  Council  that  any  ratio  above  two  persons 
per  room  constitutes  overcrowding  it  appears  from  the  above 
Table  that  nine  per  cent,  of  the  two-room  tenements) 
seventeen  percent,  of  the  three-room  tenements,  and  one  per 
cent,  of  the  four-room  tenements,  or  four  per  cent,  of  the 
total  tenements  of  less  than  five  rooms  in  the  District 
are  overcrowded.  It  is  unfortunate  that  no  comparison 
can  be  made  between  the  conditions  obtaining  at  the  Census 
of  1891,  and  the  recent  one  because  the  District  was 
constituted  a  separate  District  only  after  the  taking  of  the 
former  Census. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  sewerage  system  of  the  town  is  dual,  consisting 
of  excremental  and  surface  water  systems.  The  sewers  are 


ventilated  by  shafts  placed  at  convenient  spots  along  the 
line  of  streets.  The  general  condition  of  the  sewers  is  good. 

The  proposal  made  for  the  extension  of  the  sewerage 
system  especially  along  Mill  Road,  London  Road,  and 
Mel  bourn  Road  has  been  made  the  subject  of  a  second 
Inquiry.  An  early  sanction  to  the  scheme  is  advisable 
because  at  a  few  of  the  outlying  parts  of  the  town  where  the 
sewers  do  not  extend  the  houses  are  drained  into  cesspools. 

The  sewage  is  disposed  of  on  a  sewage  farm  whic^1 
has  been  in  use  for  a  considerable  number  of  years ;  a  new 
scheme  of  sewage  disposal  by  broad  irrigation  and  intermittent 
downward  filtration  has  been  submitted  to  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board :  an  Inquiry  has  been  held  during  the  current 
year  but  no  report  as  to  the  result  has  yet  been  received. 

.  The  sewer  in  Garden  Lane  has  been  extended  so  as 
to  drain  the  Vicarage ;  two  man-holes  and  one  inspection 

chamber  on  the  line  of  the  old  sewer  have  been  raised  so  as 
to  be  level  with  the  surface  of  the  ground.  An  inspection 
chamber  has  been  constructed  at  the  end  of  the  new  sewer 
extension,  and  a  man-hole  on  the  sewer  in  the  Fleet. 

EXCREMENT  DISPOSAL. 

Water  closets  are  in  general  use  in  the  district  and 
there  are  very  few  other  forms  of  <  xcrement  disposal. 

REMOVAL  and  DISPOSAL  of  HOUSE  REFUSE. 

There  is  a  regular  system  of  scavengering  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Surveyor. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  whole  of  the  District  is  supplied  with  water  from 
the  chalk  by  a  Waterworks  Company. 

PLACES  OVER  WHICH  THE  COUNCIL 
HAVE  SUPERVISION. 

The  slaughter-houses,  bake-houses,  dairies,  cow-sheds, 
and  milk-shops  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  cleansing 
and  lime-washing  ordered  where  necessary  and  duly  carried 
out. 

Permission  has  been  granted  by  the  Council  for 
occupation  of  premises  on  Newmarket  Road  as  a  dairy  and 
cowshed . 
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With  regard  to  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the 
Factory  and  Worshops  Act,  190],  the  register  of  Workshops 
is  now  complete,  and  they  will,  as  early  as  practicable,  be 
inspected  and  reported  upon. 

Nuisances.  NUISANCES. 

Numerous  complaints  have  been  received  during  the 
the  year  of  smells  arising  from  surface  sewer  ventilators,  and 

the  subject  has  been  referred  to  the  Highway  and  Drainage 
Committee. 

One  pig  nuisance  has  been  abated  during  the  year. 

Two  nuisances  caused  by  animals  being  kept  contrary 
to  the  by-laws  have  been  abated. 

At  the  Warren  a  foul  and  dilapidated  closet  has  been 
repaired  and  cleaned . 

The  slop  gulley  in  the  Fleet  has  been  repaired  and 
enlarged. 

A  number  of  minor  nuisances  arising  from  blocked 
drains,  accumulations  of  manure,  etc.  have  been  abated  on 
notice  from  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances. 

PERMISSIVE  ACTS. 

The  only  one  of  the  Permissive  Acts  in  force  in  the 
PermisiveActs.  District  is  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  1889.

By  the  term  “  Non-resident  ”  is  meant  persons  brought  into  the  district 
on  account  of  sickness  or  infirmity  and  dying  in  public  institutions  there;  and 
by  the  term  “  Residents  ”  is  meant  persons  who  have  been  taken  out  of  the 
district  on  account  of  sickness  or  infirmity  and  havo  died  in  public  institutions 
elsewhere. 

The  Public  Institutions  taken  into  account  for  the  purpose  of  this  and  Table 
IV.  are  the  Union  Workhouse,  Cottage  Hospital  and  the  Three  Counties  Asylum.

(r)  All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situate  within  the  district,  whether 
of  “Residents”  or  of  “Non-residents,”  are,  in  addition  to  being  dealt 
with  as  in  note  (a)  entered  in  the  last  column  of  this  Table. 

(d)  Under  the  heading  of  “Diarrhoea”  are  included  deaths  certified  as  from 
diarrhoea,  alone  or  in  combination  with  some  other  causes  of  ill-defined 
nature  ;  and  also  deaths  certified  as  from 
Epidemic  enteritis ; 

Zymotic  enteritis ; 

Epidemic  diarrhoea.  Summer  diarrhoea  ; 

Dysentery  and  dysenteric  diarrhoea  ; 

Choleraic  diarrhoea,  cholera,  cholora  nostras  (in  the  absence  of 
Asiatic  cholera). 

Under  the  heading  of  “Enteritis”  are  included  those  certified  as  from 
Gastro-euteritis,  Muco-enteritis  and  Gastric  catarrh,  unless  from 
information  obtained  by  enquiry  from  the  certifying  practitioner  or 
otherwise,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  reason  for 
including  such  deaths,  especially  those  of  infants,  under  the 
specific  term  “Diarrhoea.” 

Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease  are 
included  under  the  latter.
